Vefterday arrived a Mai/ from France. 


The Letters of June 14, O.S. from Conftaptinople 
fay, that the Garifon of Koflow in the Taurica Cherfo- 
nelus, or Crim Tartary, which abandon’d that Towa 
at the Approach of the Mufcovites, is arrived in the 
Boiphorus on board a great Number of Ships; and 
that if the Mufcovites themfelves had” brought a nu- 
merous Fleet to the very Walls of the Seraglio, it could 
not have {pread a greater Confternation in the Town, 
than the Arrival of thofe Fugitives. ‘Iwas remark- ° 
able as to the late Sultan Achmet, who died two Days 
before aged 66, that the prefent.Sultan, contrary to 
the Cuftom of his Predeceffors, always kept him with 
him, and never did any thing without confulting him; 
and the People regret his Lofs, as if he had been the 
Tutelar Genius of the Ottoman Empire. The Grand 
Vizier having defired the Minifters of the Emperor arid 
the Czarina to accompany him in his Zxpedition, it 
confirms the Notion, that he intends to make Peace on 
the Frontier. The Letters add, that the Earl of Kin- 
noul, the late Britifh Ambaflador, who has been re- 
called from thence about a Year, feems refolved to ftay 
and {pend at Conftantinople what he has got by the 
Embafly, which they compute at 80,0001. Sterling ; 
and that his Succeflor is often in Private with the 
famous Lucas Chirigo, the Interpreter of the Englifh 
Nation, whom the Earl turn’d off with Infamy, on 
the Complaint of the Englifh Merchants.

tions on the Meafures for reconciling the Courts of 
Rome and Spain ;.and for this End he is to take Notice 
of the Pope's Complaifance and Readinefs, upon all 
Occafions, to gratify his = oe tg 
efpecially im the granting a Difpenfation for the Car- 
dinaf’s Hae Refired for Don Poem wren his Minority ; 
and of the Satisfaction granted by the Pope on <ccount 
of the laft Commotion, and the Severity with which 
the Pope has punifh’d the Authors of it, tho’ they had 
already fulfered fuch fevere Treatment from the Spa- 
niards. : 

A Galley returning from Baftia to Genoa with above 
100 Corfican Malecontents on board, that were taken 
Prifoners near San Fiorenzo, being oblig’d by contrary 
Winds to put in at Leghorn; the Captain fays, that 
the Baron de Neuhof's Affairs begin to take an ill Turn, 
by reafon of the Divifion that prevails among the 
Leaders of the Parties. Mean time two of them have 
been beheaded at Baftia ; and the Baron himéfelf is re- 
tired with his Friends to the Mountains. 

The King of Sardinia has received the Ac, 
whereby his Imperial Majefty yields to him the full 
Sovereignty of the Provinces of Novara and Tortona 
in the Milanefe, befides 4 Territories in the Province of 
Pavia, and the ¢7 Territories of the Langhe:, mention’d 
in the Lift added zo the Preliminaries. By this Act, 
his Imperial Majeity renounces for himfelf and his Suc- 
cefiors, the Dominions and ‘Territories yielded to the 
King of Sardinia, on Condition, that the faid Prince 
and nis Defcendants, receive the Emperor’s Inveititure 
_ for the Fiefs of the Langhes. 

‘The Baron de Wachtendonck, whom the Count 
de Khevenhuller fent to the Marfhal de Noailles 
at Lodi, made frefh Inftances to engage him to let the 
Imperialifts in the Milanefe have more Room ; and they 
fay, he declar’d, that otherwile, the Count would be 
oblig’d to extend them beyond the Limits prefcrib’d, 
and that thereupon, the Marfhal de Noailles made 
Anfwer, That if the General fhould offer to do fo, which 
be could hardly believe, he foou'd be obliged to difpofe the 
French Troops in fuch a Manner, as to keep bim within 
Bound:. ‘Neverthelefs all Things feem tending to an 
Acc mmodation. The Marfhal and Count were to 
have a new Interview, in order to fettle the intire Eva- 
cuation of the Milanefe ; and the Count de Sichery, 
has been fent to afift at the Conference, in order to 
make his Report, whether the Milanefe is obliged to 
the Payment of the nine Millions of Arrears demanded 
by the French Troops. ‘°Tis probable, that this Affair 
will be regulated inthe Conference between the two 
Generals, and that the Whole will be fix’d at a certain 
Sum, payable Part in ready Money, and Part in Bills 
of Exchange, drawn on the principal Bankers of the 
Country for Time. And as to the Evacuation of the 
French Troops, ‘tis not doubted, but ‘tis performed 
by this. ‘ 

The Letters from Germany take Notice of the Ra- 
vages occafioned by the late Inundations of thofe two 

Rivers, the Elbe and the Danube. In Saxony, 
Elbe overflowed its Banks, and wafh’d away a 
many People, Cattle, Moveables, and other 
Pets. And on the 14th ult. when the Elbe was 
abating, there fell fo heavy a Rain at Schandau, that 
it laid that little Town all under Water, and made the 
People apprehenfive of that River's rifing a fecond 
Time. - 

And as to the Danube, the Damage it has done 
about Vienna is inexprefible. The finett Corn Coun- 
ties in all Lower Auftria have fuffered very much by its 
Inundation: And Part of the Ifle of Schut near Pref- 
bourg, has been alfo laid under Water. 

Yeiterday the Commiffioners for building a Bridge 
from Weitminfter t6 Lambeth, met at the Jerufalem 
Chamber, took feveral Affairs into their Confideration, 
and adjourned to Wednefday fe’nnight.
